Hon. P. M. Ashford, the Salineville 
attorney who represents Columbiana 
county in the legislature, has not joined 
the

any man but Hon. Marcns A. Hanna 
for senator. That is the substance of 
the statement given to the N ew s R e 


v iew last night by Mr. Ashford. 
When East Liverpool discovered yes 
terday that Mr. Ashford bad left Oolnm 
bos and could not be reached to confirm 
or deny the statement in the morning 
papers that he would vote against 
Hanna, there was much speculation as 
to what he would really do or what ex 
cuse he could give if he had decided to 
ignore the express command of the 
state and county conventions in the 
choice of a senator. The majority, how 
ever, seemed to think that the story of 
the morning was all a mistake, and Mr. 
Ashford would be found on the right 
side. The majority gauged the gentle­ 
man correctly. 
When asked by the N ew s R ev iew for 
a statement, Mr. Ashford emphatically 
denied that there was any truth in the 
tale. He said: 
The statement that I agreed to sign 
any paper of any kind in relation to the 
senatorial matter is absolutely false. I 
was never asked to sign any paper, or 
ever asked by anybody to pledge my­ 
self to vote against Senator Hanna or 
for him. I cannot conceive how such a 
statement originated, unless the news­ 
paper correspondents inferred it from 
the fact that on Tuesday evening, in 
the corridor of the Great Southern ho­ 
tel, I happened to meet and talk to 
Charley Knrtz, who is a warm personal 
'riend of mine. The statement that I 
lave deserted Senator Hanna is equally 
false aud really absurd. I shall vote for 
aim from first to last. I regard the 
members of this general assembly as 
mach bound to vote for Senator Hanna 
as were the presidential electors, elected 
by the Republican party in 1896, bound 
to vote for William McKinley for presi­ 
dent.” 
“ Do yon believe Mr. Hanna will be 
elected senator?” 
“The chances are better now than 
they have been at any time since the 
organization of the general assembly. 
More I do not care to say at present, 
was the significant reply.
